Use of Manure. 


Fisher Ames, one of the most popular | 
and distinguished men of his day, and| 
always regarded as one of the great| 
lights of Massachusetts, said in a letter | 
to Josiah Quincy, in 1806, that “ the on-| 
ly sensible economy in farming is to 
spend money.” 

It is a fact, but it would read better to 
write it manure instead of money. Most 
farmers have a quantity of manure great-| 
er or less according to their own dili- 
gence and skili, but it isn’t every one 
that has the money to spend. 

But this practice or rule of conduct is 
within the reach of all, to spend or ap- 
ply manure liberally as far as it will go. 
We do not mean to suggest that parts of 
the farm should be robbed of their fair 
proportion to be able to brag on a pre- 
mium crop, but that it is best to do 
well whatever attempted. If there is not 
enough to do justice to ten acres under 
cultivation, it may be better to put it up- 
on five this year and give the otber five 
their turn next. In other words, make 


thorough work of it as far as you go.—

Joun Q. Apams, concluded. 
Then in a strain of irony and burning 


sarcasm, he proceeded to tell them how 
they must modify their resolution of cen- 
sure. “Nor have I said what the prayer 
of the petition was. One of the proposed 
Resolutions says it is for the abolition of 
slavery. The gentlemen must mend his 
resoluaons ; for, if the House should hear 
this petition, they would find it very much 
the reverse of what this resolation calls 
it; and if the other gentleman from 
Alabama wishes to bring me to the bar 
of the House for censure, he must alter 
bis resolution for he says it is for attempt- 
ing to offer a petition for the abolition 
of slavery ; whereas, the petitioners pray 
that slavery should zet be abolished.— 
Thus, Mr. Speaker, the petition prays for 
just what the authors of these res- 
olutions wish to accomplish.” Thus, 
never were men more completely foiled, 
and never was the declaration of Solomon 
more clearly proved, “ He that answereth 
a matter before he heareth it, is a fool.’’ 


During this discussion, Mr. Thompson 
of South Carolina said, “ The conduct of 
Mr. A. was a proper subject for inquiry 
by the grand jury of the District of Col- 
umbia, and that in a like case, he would 
be proceeded against in Jluih Carolina.” 

To this language, Mr. A. replied, “ If 
this ist —ifa member is there made 
amenable to the grand jury for words 
spoken in debate—I thank God I am not 
a citizen of South Such a 
threat, when brought before the world, 
would excite nothing but contempt and 
amusement.” After a debate of four

East Mittox, Oct. 13th, 1873. 
Our young English Clergyman is 
showing considerable activity in various 


ways. He has commenced a series of 


week evening lectares which are proving 
to be very interesting. The first was on 
“Town and Country,” the last two were 
upon “ Rev. Charles Spurgeon,” and we 
understand he is preparingone on “ The 
Old Country.” We believe it is his in- 
tention to deliver these lectures elsewhere 
as opportunities present themselves. 

In his Jectare on Spurgeon, Mr. By- 
grave defined a Congregational Church 
to be, a Church managing entirely its 
own affairs, asserted that the Orthodox 
Chorch practically sets aside one of the 
mxin doctrines of Protestantism, viz., 
freedom of speech, that the ministers of 
this Church submit to the authority not 
of one Pope but to a number of little 
popes in the shape of the County Coun- 
cils, which Councils have the power to 
set aside any ministers elected by a 


trial on doctrinal grounds simply. The 
Rev. gentleman mourned the fact that he 
bad made the mistake to suppo<e that the 
Congregational Charch here was like the 
sister Church in Great Britain. In New 
England it seems to be the Conservative 
Church, while in England it is the Liberal 
Church. Mr. Bygrave went on to say 
that it would be his aim to form either 
here or elsewhere a Free or Independent 
Church, where men of all shades of be- 
lief might worship God, and listen toa 
man, elected by themselves, expound the 
Scriptures according to his own light 
and knowledge. Mr. Bygrave is a 
thoroughly live, earnest—and as we be- 
lieve, pious man. Certainly we never had 
such good attendance at Church as we 
God speed him in his

Conscience, judgment, 
manhood, soul and body are sold fora 
price, often much less than thirty pieces 
of silver,—perhaps a few glasses of rum, 
some petty office, the support of some 
local interest, some land enterprise, some 
railroad scheme, some liquor law or 
some other project supposed to be aided 
by the in fluence of the bireling.

A TIaangerous Paper. 


The green paper used to wrap about 
lozenges, sold in shops, railroad cars, 
and on the street corners, has long been 
suspected to contain arsenic, and with 
the view of ascertaining the facts by an- 
alysis, we recently purchased a roll of 
lozenges covered with this paper. 


A qualitative examination of the pa- 


iper afforded all the characteristic reac- 


tions for arsenic and copper. The wrap- 
per contained 20 square inches of paper. 
Of this, 16 were taken for qualitative 
analysis. The result of the examina- 
tion showed that this portion contained 
-1516 grains, or 2.34 grains of metallic 
arsenic. This is equivalent to 2.94 grains 
in the whole of the wrapper, a quantity 
sufficient to destroy the lifeof an adult

There is no change in the list of State 
officers. Governor Washburn is elected 
for his third term, Lieut. Gov. Talbot for 
bis second term, Secretary of State War- 
ner has been iu office since 1858, Hon. 
Charies Adams Jr., is chosen for a fourth 
term, the legal limit of his office being 
jfive years, Hon. Charies Kndicott for 

|his fourth year, and Attorney General 
Traia for bis third year. 

Jobn Quiney Adams comes back to 
the House from Quincy. My, Adams’ 
services in the Legislature baye beep in- 
| termittent, his temperament and character 
not fitting him to be a strict party man, 
on whichever side he may be nominally 
ranged; but he is always a highly useful 
member, avé we congratulate the State 
that he is chosen, He was in the House 
in 1866, 1868 and 1871. He bas been 
a prominent member of the Judiciary and 
Railreag Committees, and will undoubt- 
edly be placed in responsible situations 
next winter. In politics Mr, Adams may 
be fsirly reckoned an Independent, He 
became disatisfied with the Republicans 
soon after Mr, Lincoln's death and went 
with Jobneon ; was taken yp by the Dem- 
ocrats and nominated for Governer, 
and in 1867 received about 70,000 votes, 
but evea io that “off year ” was 
beaten by Gov. Bullock by 30,090. The 
Democrats was never quite satisfied with 
bim ; their relations became less and jess 
intimate and fivaily preity nearly ceased. 
The nomination of Mr. Greeley, whose 
notions of protection and other issues 
were so directly opposed to his own, pre- 
vented bim from acting with the Dem- 
ocrats last year; and if he voted at all, 
he is likely to have voted for Grant.— 
His town, whick has many times voted 
against him, has now agaig recognized 
bis independence and usefulness. 

The vote for Governor in 323 town 
stands, Washburn 70,686 Gaston 57,912. 
Last year the Republicas strength was 
about 129,000 to 57,000 for the Dem- 
ocracy. : 

The Senate comprises 26 Republicans, 
11 Democrats, 2 Independents, 1 Doubt- 
ful. The House bas 158 Repyblicans 
and 60 Democrats, with 22 to hear from.

Decrease in the Revenues. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 18. The 
revenues still continue to fall off, and the 
recovery from the effects of the panic has 
not been as rapid as was expected. For 
the quarter ending September 30, the 
revenue exceeded the expenditures by 
six million dollars. During the month cf 
October the revenue fell off three millions, 
and for this month the decrease will be 
even much greater than this—probably 
five millions. Since the first of October 
the expenditures have exceeded the re- 
ceipts, and the ratio of this excess is in- 
creasing each day.

To the Publishers of the Patriot. 
The chief topic of conversation for the 


last twenty-four hours, has been the fright- 
ful disaster to the steamship Ville du Ha- 
vre of the French line. Not since the loss 
of the Artic, of the Collins line, has such 
a severe blow fallen on so many families, 
of the bighest social. distinction. The 
true cause of the collison seems to bave 
been a misunderstanding of an order 
given to the man at the wheel, causing 
the steamer to turn in the wrong direc- 
tion. Everybody is debating about the 
seven water-tight compartments, which 
the ship actually had, and any ene of 
which was supposed equal to keeping her 
afloat, though the other six might be 
stove in. Various explanations may be 
heard among the busy groups of excit- 
ed and eager listeners, on the street 
corners, and in all the hotels and news 
offices. One of the most plausible is, that 
the terrible force of the blow from the 
Loch Earn, ripping open the side of the 
steamer for a length of thirty ar forty 
feet, and penetrating to a depth of twelve 
feet, was of itself sufficient to start and 
loosen most of the iron work and bolting 
on the whole of that side, causing her to 
plunge headlong into the ocean depths in 
twelve minutes after the terrific stab was 
given. 

There is to be a most thorough investi- 
gation in Paris, but of course it will ap- 
| ply to the remaining officers and crew, as 
|the steamer is a mile or more below by 
this time. Several of the highest families 
in Boston, are terribly stricken; the Sig- 
ourney family from 71 Beacon street, 
having all perished, husband, wife, three 
children and a nurse. Of Mr. Charles 
Mixters family of Newport, only two 
daughters were saved; he and bis wife 
going down in the steamer.

San Francisco, Nov. 28, '73. 
Editors Patriot :—The time has been 
so long since I wrote you, that you 
doubtless think I have forgotten you and 
the old folks at home; but I can assure 
you such is not the case.

Skimmed milk for Fowls. | 
} 


The editor of the Poultry World, find- 
ing that s neighbor whom be had fur- 
nisbed with milk bad beaten him in eggs, 
inquired inte the cause and gives the fol- 
lowing explanation. To this we may 
add thst any kind of sour milk or butter 
milk thickened with bran is very excel- 
lent food for all kinds of poultry ; “ They 
commenced laying in October and have 
been at it ever since, to the astonishment 
if not the envy of the neighbors of the 
fortunate owner, who has been selling 
eges for the past four months for forty- 
five cents per dozenand upwards. Not 
one particle of meat or scraps is given, 
and but the veriest trifie of vegetable 
food in the shape of a few boiled potatoes 
about once a week. An abundance o! 
grain is allowed of various soris, ground 
and unground but never cooked, and 
plenty of unburnt oyster shells pounded 
areatall times accessible. They have 
a plentiful supply of skimmed milk every 
day, so that they can help themselves to 
what they want, no otber drink being 
provided. Skimmed milk and the white 
of an egg are very much alike, though 
the cream bas been separated ; undoubted- 
ly the full allowance of Indian corn sup- 
plies the oily constituents of the yolk.— 
Some farmers think they cannot afford 
to give milk to bens, but must save it 
forthe pigs. But if skimmed milk is 
worth one and a half cents per quart to 
feed to swine, as some claim, it is worth 
three cents for poultry, if by its use wio- 
ter eggs can be obtained and sold at high 
prices. 


To Make Screws Hold. 


When screws are driven into soft wood, 
subjected to considerable strain, they are 
very likely to work loose and many 
times itis very difficult to make them 
bold. In every case we have always 
found the use of glue profitable. Pre- 
pare the glue thick; immerse a stick 
about the size of the screw and drive it 
bome as soon as possible. When there 
is some article of furniture to be repair- 
ed and no give handy, insert the stick, 
then fill the rest of the cavity with pul- 
verized rosin, then heat the screw suffi- 
cient to melt the rosin as it is driven in. 
Chairs, tables, lounges, etc., are continu- 
ally getting out of order in every bouse ; 
and the time to re pair the break is when 
first noticed. If neglected the matier 
grows still worse, and finally results in 
the laying by of the article of furoiture 
as worthless. Where screws are driven 
into the wood for temporary purposes, 
they can be removed much easier by dip- 
ping them in oil before inserting. When 
buying screws, notice what you are get- 
ting, for there are poor as well as good 
kinds. See that the heads are sound and 
well cut; that there are no flaws in the 
body or thread part and that they have 
good gimblet points. Ascrew of one 
make will drive into oak as easy as oth- 
ere into pine, and endure having twice 
the force brought against it.

To the Editors of the Patriot : 

My attention has been called to an ex- 
tract from a recent issue of the Béston 
Traveller, containing a report of the 
speech delivered by Mr. Henry H. Fax- 
on, at the close of the course of Free 
Temperance Lectures which he has so 
generously furnished to the citizens of 
Quincy. 

Certain statements in that report so 
far misrepresent the position both of my 
Society and of my Sunday School that 
they assuredly never could have been 
intended by a fair-minded and honorable 
gentleman: and I deem it no less an act 
of justice to Mr. Faxon himself than to 
others concerned to beg the use of your 
columns for a brief explanation. 

First, then, allow me to remark that, 
in the report referred to, the Sunday 
Schools and the Societies are confounded 
together. Mr. Faxon is made to say 
“The plan I devised to forward these 
Lectures was submitted to all the Socie- 
ties in Quincy,” &c. What be must 
have said,—as indeed is stated at the be- 
ginning of the report,—was that his plan 
was submitted to all the Sunday Schools . 
The Religious Societies, as such, bad no 
voice or share in the matter. 


Again, the impression is conveyed that 
Sunday School of the First Church 


unnecessarily delayed an answer to the 
proposition. With reference to this point, 
I desire to say that the proposition was 
submitted to our School during its sum- 
mer vacation, and at the time of my own 
absence from Quincy. At the earliest 
practicable moment after my return, I 
called a meeting of the officers and teach- 
ers, for the express purpose of consider- 
ing Mr. Faxon’s offer, and the plan of 
the Lectures. Two meetings were held 
in quick succession, at which the plan 
was fully and fairly discussed, and the 
appended Preamble and _ Resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. It will be 
observed that our proposed method is 
precisely the one which was afterwards 
adopted by the Sunday Schools which 
united in supporting the Lectures. 

Mr. Faxon 
could never have meant to say or to 
imply that because men and women do 
not attend temperance lectures they do 
not therefore believe in temperance.— 


One further correction. 


He could not have meantto say that be- 
cause a Christian minister is not accustom- 
ed to make frequent mention of the evils 
of intoxication inhis sermons, he is not 
aliveto them. There are a considerable 
number of my Sunday School teachers 
who entertain serious doubts whether tem- 
perance lectures materially promote the
